He says that 
all his’ resolution asks is that the 
League covenant be detached from the 
Treaty in order that, a-prompt conclu- 
sion. of peace: being thus made _ possi- 
ble, more time may be had for con- 
sideration of the covenant. He knows 
that this. is impossible. He knows 
that the covenant is the soul of the 
Treaty, that the terms of peace are 
based. upon its principles; that the 
Treaty and the covenant are insep- 
arable parts of‘an organic whole. The 
Treaty without the League would in 
many of its provisions be wnintelli- 
gible, unworkable. Mr. KNox cannot 
be a friend of the Treaty, that is, one 
desiring an early peace; and at the 
same. time be an enemy. of the League 
covenant.. He has placed himself in 
open hostility to the work. of the 
Peace Conference. That responsibil- 
ity, which is one no-prudént man will 
wish to bear, he cannot .escape. : 

A false’ and hollow appeal'‘is made 
to the Democtats not to make the 
League a Partisan question. In 
heaven’s name, who - has made it a 
partisan question but the Repub- 
licans? If the Democrats in the Sen- 
ate, putting aside all considerations 
of humanity and of the public good, 
were really bent upon deriving par- 
tisan advantage from this. contro- 
versy, they would conspire to let the 
Republican Senators. commit’ them- 
selves at once to the support of Sen- 
ator -KNox’s resolution.

THE JUAREZ INCIDENT. 


** Devote . yourself to terminating 
this -‘affair,’’ telegraphs _ President 
CARRANZA, approving -the statement 
about the Juarez incident made in 
Washington by His son-in-law, Gen- 
eral CANDIDO AGUILAR, . ‘‘ Confidential 
Ambassador.’’ Although Genefal 
AGUILAR protests that:a ‘‘ violation of 
Mexican sovereignty ’’ occurred when 
American troops cressed the border to 
drive away Villistas: who had’ fired 
shots into El Paso, he protests with 
as much tact as spirit, and hopes that 
** the situation created by the latest 
** occurrences in Juarez will be satis- 
** factorily. adjusted between the two 
** countries.’ It is evident that the 
Carranza Government desires adjust- 
ment, provided the :right to proclaim 
its sovereignty. in invaded Juarez be 
allowed for the sake of a clean record. 
The American , position’ is that there 
was no invasion. Invasion implies 
military operationgs-4gainst a friendly 
Government ‘whén a large force of} 
troops is sent.into its territory, but 
nothing of the kind was planned or 
intended in this ca8e. © The, American 
soldiers were withdrawn as soon as 
the Villistas had been ousted from 
their trenches and chased beyond rifle 
range, and pains were.taken to avoid 
a collision with the Federals or Consti- 
tutionalists—in fact, they retired from 
the firing zone, giving the Americans 
elbow. room for their punitive under- 
taki@e. Ih the light’ of that aequi- 
escence the protest of General AGUILAR 
should be read. 

The Confidential Ambassador is 
doubtless well informed when he ‘says 
that ‘the Mexican Government’ has 
**not asked, nor will it ask, the aid

Committee of Union 
and.Progress, supported by the naval 
guns of Admiral von SoucHon. ~ So 
the present Grand ‘Vizier submits that 
it ‘would be only fair to allow the 
Turkish Empire to remain intact— 
above all, to let the Sultan kee~ Con- 
stantinople, .since ‘* Asia Minor has 
beeh reduced to a desert by the war.’’ 

Who reduced Asia Minor to a des- 
ert? The Russians got into one cor- 
ner of it; “a few French and British 
troops camped for a few weeks on the 
Asiatic Side of the Dardanelles; other- 
wise, no troops have been in -Asia 
Minor but Germans and Turks. The 
Turkish delegates do’ not explain who 
reduced Armienia to a desert; who 
massaered thousands of Greeks and 
deported hundreds of thousands more; 
nor, as ‘yet. have they offered any 
plausible reason~ why the Turks did 
not. awake to the enormity of. the 
conspiracy between their leaders and 
the’ Germans until ALLENBY had anni- 
hilated their armies, and Germany 
was plainly -falling to ruin. That 
Turkey's entry into the war was due 
to. a conspiracy between ENVER and 
his” group and the. Germans ts true 
enough, but. the. conscience of the 
Turk does not seem to have been af- 
fronted by the plot; it gave him a 
chance to indulge in the national sport 
of killing ChriStians. 

fe The Entente attitude to Turkey,'’ 
says a dispatch, ‘* still remains a mys- 
tery. Why it is a mystery is a 
greater mystery. The. best- opportu- 
nity. of two centuries lies before the 
Peace Conference. The. Turks have 
ood qualities, but they are-politically 
impotent and economically- destruc- 
tive: they have no place in Europe, 
in Armenia, in Syria, in the Greek 
coast lands of Asia Minor. Never 
have the jealousies of European row- 
ers, which prevented the expulsion of 
the Turk from Europe long ago, been 
so amenable to sound political reason- 
ing as at present; it can be done-now 
if at all—now, when Turkey has at last 
been overthrown by the Power which 
so long held her up. To yield to the 
Turk. would be. as bad as to yield to 
the German, and only a shade less

WHERE LABOR STANDS. 

The American Federation of’ Labor’s 
action on the four “ Red ” resolutions 
reported for its action justifies its 
name. It acted in an American way. 
By votes ranging up to twenty to one 
it rejected proposals to recognize the 
Bolshevist Soviet Government, to sub- 
stitute the foreign Socialist May 
Day holiday for our September 
Labor Day, to. adopt an organization 
assimilating the Federation to “One 
Big Union,” like the I. W. W., and to 
call a general strike in behalf of 
Mooney. It-is hypertriticism to ob- 
ject that none of these things is 
directly connected with trade. unionism 
or conditions of labor. The Federation 
now numbers more than three mill- 
ion. Americans, and they have a right 
to opinions on public affairs as citi- 
zens aswell as ‘unionists. It is more 
important that the Federation should 
be sound rather than silent on these 
questions, and it hardly could be ex- 
petted that so many Americans could 
be. gathered without traces of heretical 
opinions on subjects dividing senti- 
mént the. world over. It is better 
that the “Red” resolutions ‘should 
have heen offered and rejected than 
that expréssion should have been re- 
fused to the few who supported: thein. 

To appreciate. how. truly American 
the Federation is, two comparisons are 
useful. In Canada, while the Federa- 
tion was sitting, the authorities were} 
raiding labor headquarters, and em- 
ployers were resolving that, Af organ- 
izéd labor*is to retain the confidence 
of’ fellow-citizens, it mist denounce 
unionists “ who, hold. and preach sedi- 
* tious . sentiments repugnant to the 
“ eommon sense of Canadians.” The 
action of .he Federation will be more 
significant in England than in Canada: 
How- socialistic the British labor move- 
ment ‘is appears from what happened 


when Mr. GoMPERS presented his cre-| '

their visits to that country. It will 
be a great pleasure to honor. Dr: 
Epitacio. M. Pessoa, not only’ because 
Brazil has shown uniform friendship 
for the United States, but because the 
President-elect: is’ one of the most dis- 
tinguished statesmen of that country 
and representative of the ideals and 
progressive spirit of South America. 
In the prime of life and of a. most 
engaging: personality, he has ‘risen 
rapidly by his talénts until today he 
is the foremost figure in the public 
life of Brazih As a very youhg man 
he was Professor of Law in the Faculty 
of the University of Pernambuco, afd 
at 26 he was elected Deputy in the 
National Congress, soon becoming the 
leader of his party. ' Minister of Jus- 
tice a few years later in the Cabinet 
of President CamPos SALLES, Dr. 
PEssoa made a brilliant record in:that 
office. Afterward Attorney. Géneral 
and Judge in the Supreme Court, he 
was Senator from the State of Para- 
hyba when Brazil made him President 
of its mission to the Peace Conference 
at Paris. In April of this year Dr. 
Prssoa was elected Presidgnt of the 
Republic, Brazil. delighting to honor 
him during his absence from > the 
country. 

A man so distinguished among. his 
own countrymen shotild need ho in 
troduction _ to the American. péople. 
His remarkable\careét proves him to 
be one of the: greatest South Ameri- 
cans of his time. . Dr. Prssoa’s coming 
affotds the United ‘States anh oppor- 
tunity: to. reciprocate: so many kihd- 
nesses shown to representative Améri- 
cans’ in Brazil that there can be 
nothing too godd for its Presidéent- 
elect in the way of. hospitality. and 
appreciation. The Pan-American. sen- 
timent can -he strengthened by the 
welcome and reception given him, 
and it needs ~fortifying against the 
pernicious anti-American propaganda 
that has been carried. on ‘in.

It would bea brent pleasure to believe 
that a majority of the foreign-language 


{papers are. thus above considération of 


the main chance; it is something, and 
not a little, to be told that they are so, 
for the telling shows a-warm appreci- 
ation on-the part ‘of the advertisers of 
what they must be and do to earn the 
kindly .tolerance. they hitherto have ‘en- 
joyed.: That tolerance in some cases has 
been, and still is, shamefully and crim- 
inally abused. 

The first task of the. well-intentioned 
éditofs of ‘ foreign-language papers 
should be to assist in the suppression 
of all the vicious and .treasonable sheets 
that use a foréign language to hide their 
attacks on’ American institutions. :

WANTS INCOME TAX — 
INJUSTICE CORRECTED 
Smith Tells New Jersey Governor | ** 
Legislature Should Protect 
Nonresident Taxpayers. 





ALBANY, N.' Y.;“June 18.—A possible 
injustice, as well,as one efror,.in fhe 
provisions of the New York income tax 
law as applied to nonresidents’ should 
be ‘corrected at the beginning of the 
next legislative session, Governor Smith 
informed’ Governor William N. Runyon 
of New Jersey. in. a communication 


made public tonight. Governor Smith's. 
communication. was in reply to a‘ pro- 
test. from. the New Jersey executive 
written “on behalf of many = 
New Jersey residents who are ed 
in business in New York,” aad 0, 
under the med State income tax thw, 
would be rh ro by its provisions. 
Governor Smith in his.reply wrote: 
‘There seems tome. to be one pos- 
sible injustice ard one error in the pro- 
visions of the New York Income Tax 
act’ as applied to nonresidents. Pro- 
vision should, it seems to me, be made, 
if itis practically possible, for the $1,000 
and $2,000 exemption to apply \to’ non- 
residents who receive their whole income 
in the State of New York, provided an 
equal exemption is *not granted ih .the 
place of their ‘residence. By inadver- 
tence, also, the withholding agent in 
the case of the nonresident is required, 
unless the nonresident pays his tax di- 
rectly,. to @educt 2 per cent. in the case 
of incomes. under. $10,000;. whereas .the 
tax unde another tion, of the bill is 
fixed at-1 per cent. for incdmes under 
$10,000. \ This. error “in the bill,as well 
as the possible injustice a ram 
tioned, can‘ be corrected, and should be 
corrected, I. think, at the beginning of 
the next legislative session in January, 
two months before the first tax.must be 
paid, so that the nonresident taxpayer 
need not suffer any. actual injustice.
